It will be of interest te Al- 
berta people to know that four 
million bushels of wheat have 
been shipped from Prince Rup-' 
ert from the Wheat Pool from 
the 1926 crap. 

Prince Rupert hue practically 
heen “made” as a grain port by 
the operations of the Pool. 
When the Peol took over the 
Government terminal there had 
never been any grain shipped 
trom that port. It was contend- 
ed that the Pool would lose 
bouuses of the difference in the 
ocean rates between Vancouver 
and Prince Rupert. 

Now the ocean freight differ- 
ential has been eliminated and 
wheat goes to Europe just us 
cheaply through Prince Rupert 
ae through Vancouver.

Camels from Siberia for Work 
on Farm 
..The {importation of between 50 and 
100 gamels from Northern Russia to

He says the camels must 
come froin the northern regions where 
they are acclimutized to weather con- 
ditions similar to those existing In 
Saskatchewan. 

The prospective purchasers came to 
Canada from the Saratov near Siberta. 
The camels used in the Saratov dils- 
trict weigh between 2,600 and 3,500 
pounds and are very intelligent, Mr.

Everything Connected With St Peter's

St. Peter's, at Rome, {s still sald to 
be the largest and most wonderful 
church in he world, and Rome itself 
still holds the palm as the “city of 
churches.”
